these at a glance. 

We see, for e.\aniple. a crowded room, wlure an attempt is be- 
ing made by the executive of an iimlergraduate society to transact 
tome business. Somebody rises and tries in as few words as ))ossiliie 
to place some really gooil idea before the iiieetiiitr. Straitrlit way 
there follow some half-dozen or so voluble speakers, who pour fortli 
such floods of eloquence that in a very short time the orifîinal idea 
is lost sight of, drowned iu tlie flow of wonls.

Conversation with these erudite and valuable gentlemen will 
convince any one that their interest is not in teaching. They are 
still interested in gaining the a[>proval of other emdit<' prol'i ssors, 
but they are rarely interested in gaining the approval of tbr' stu- 
dents. They are, most "f fliem, frankly bored with students. And 
the students arc, quite as frankly, bored with them. 

The student rarely finds nioi-e than oin' or two men in his four 
years who make bim feel that u.sing the mind is a pleasant occupa- 
tion. And if he i« acute, he will perceive that faculty members who 
do love to teach suffer from ttii- disapprobation of tlu ir feiiow jiro- 
f essors. It does not clo for a jirofessor to be<!ome too pojiular wtih 
the atudentii. He is immediately suspected of some sort of quaekery. 
lli.s attempt to ini'b i-staiKl tlo stinlents are interfircted as syi M|(linii- 
oy. lie should be interested iu research and scholarly attainment. 

So preoccnpied are many of otrr higher educationalistn with thin 
sort of thinir that they deliver their lectnres, often tlie same ones 
year after year, reluctantly stealing a few hours a week from their 
more imjiortant work of l»»amînff.

In this awful conflict now being 
decided on the blood-drenched bat- 
tlefields of Europe and Mesopotamia. 
Canada's duty la similar to that of 
the son in the foregoing parable, 
Realizing her obligations to the Mo- 
therland, Canada, In the hour of dan- 
ger, has come forward and is now 
endeavoring to do her duty In a man- 
ner worthy of the traditions of the 
great Kmpire of which she Is so Im- 
portant a part. 

For this Dominion Is indebted to 
Oreat Britain In many ways. Dur- 
ing the century and a half that she 
has enjoyed the protection of Brit- 
ish citizenship, she ha; been free 
from all the worries and dangers that 
would arise from differences with 
foreign nationa. To some this may 
appewpUjÉbfial matter, but when we 
looklp^lP^at the fate of small 
powers; When more powerful ones dis- 
puted with them, we find that they 
were often robbed of tefritorjr. Even 
on our own Continent we see Mexico 
despoiled of many of her richest prd- 
vinces by a very near neighbor of 
ours witti whom we sometimes have 
disagreed. That Canada did not suf- 
fer the same fate was because she 
was a part of the British Empire. 
This fact also saved her from the 
necessity of erecting citadels and of 
supporting armaments. All the money 
that would have been so used up was 
available for Internal improvements. 
Thus she can attribute ber unsur- 
passed transportation and postal fa- 
cilities to the fact that she was un- 
der British protection. 

Such being tbe case, Canada ought 
to' assist Britain when dangers 
threaten her. If Canadians have any 
sense of duty or of gratitude, now 
is the time to show it. If Canada has 
any place in this war, it is that of a 
grateful recipient of former favors. 

Canada la also indebted to the 
Mothei^land for our system of gov- 
emmeaf— probably the most perfect 
the world has ever known. She gave 
tis our nigh-flawless constitution, and 
directed -us bow to govern this coun- 
try in » tnanner as near as poasible 
ideal. 8be baa never demanded an 
tribute or any recognition that sbe la 
our Mistress. "Wn enact and repeal 
nnr laws without even a shadow of In- 
_ terf'^rencc from the Mptberiand. For 
I that alonn wp onght to show our ap- 
pnclnilon and our thankfulness. That 
{ is anatbi^r reason why Canada has a 
i part to pf'rlorra In this war.

Thus it is that the Dominion is 
only fulfilling its obligations when it 
Is assisting the Entente Allies. Can- 
ada's chief motive for fighting Is not 
to malce Germany keep ber word and 
abandon Its abhorrent -systei^ ot Jn- 
ternational morals, but it la "pniy a 
matter of justice, of paying her law- 
ful debts. For if she did not sup- 
port Great Brttoin«wllh Svery avail- 
able man and^^oUiu^t she would be a 
base Ingratiate, and ° shôuld, In after 
ages, be held up to the scorn of all 
right-thinking people. Her chance 
has come. It only remains for her to 
show that she is a nation that not 
only acknowledges, but also Is will- 
ing to discharge its obligations. 
Therein lies Canada's chief duty. 
That Is what sbe ought now to make 
her supreme care so that her citizens 
In years yet to be will have no cause 
to regret the remissness and indif- 
ference with which She met this op- 
portunity^ to |^^ow her gratitude and 
her matilittess^ ; ;Howito act so as to 
bave Canada perform her part as ef- 
ficient!)^ and thoroughly as possible 
ought to be the greatest concern of 
those directing, in these hours of 
anxiety and danger, tbe destinies of 
this Dominion, 

Canadav'.fiiight,; moreover, to fight 
to preaerVetber axiatence aa a self- 
governing country. For, were the 
Teutons to triumph there Im not the 
slightest doubt that they would de- 
mand Canada from the British. Then 
this country would be ruled by the 
Blood and Iron methods which Bis- 
marck and bis successors used to 
Qermantze Alsace and Lorraine. Then 
the German system of government 
by the few, of arrogant and domin- 
eering militarism would be the lot «( 
the Canadian people. Tben the reign 
of the soldier ^and the superman 
would come and" the common people 
would become mere pawns Whose ac- 
tions and existence would depend «n 
the will of the Oerman War Lords. 
That is the fate Canadians must look 
forward to If the Teutons were to 
win. To prevent the principle that 
might Is right from becoming the 
dominant power in this country, is 
what the people of Canada must try 
to do. If liberty Is the dearest pos- 
session of the Canadians, they ought 
to make every sacrifice and every ef- 
fort so as not to allow their system 
of government and of morals to- be 
overthrown. jTO ward off these evils 
and keep her p«D|^; Créé iJs one of 
Canada's places In tblsiirSfv!^ 

In another sense Cttasida has a , 
place in the conflict-^ place in the 
sense of what she is trying to pSr^ 
form. What measures she ought to 
take in order to adequately and effec- 
tively fulfill ber share In pteventing 
Teutonic ideals is a question which 
has been discussed and considered by 
her ablest statesmen. There are very 
many opinions as to what is best to 
do, but the course of action now be- 
ing followed is pretty generally en- 
dorsed by the majority of Canadians. 
Mistakes have been made bnt mis- 
takes are a common affliction with 
the nations now engaged in this 
struggle. 

There are no sacrifices too great 
to be made on l>ehalf of Britain's 
cause. Canada roust strain every 
nerve to do her rigbt share. So far, 
she has dane splendldl/, and her re- 
cord la ons tbftt Caasdia&s of the fa- 



That tbe paUent is garrulous, bril- 
liant, selfish, silly or dishonest does 
not alter the equation «r rob it of 
its value. For If pain and wealoiess 
together mean in one case disease, 
the fact that in addition to pain and 
weakness a patient is either garru- 
lous or selfish or brilliant, gives us 
no license to think that he is then 
not really ill, but onty "neurotic." 

As a sidelight this view of dis- 
ease,. 1 would direct your attention 
to the fact that In the past few 
years, many so-called neurotics — 
people who were thin and weak and 
nervous — who have been repeated- 
ly examined physically, and declar- 
ed to be free from disease, have 
been rescued for proper treatment 
by the use of tb« Wassermann and 
tuberculin reactions, proving that 
they were sufferers from cbronlc In- 
fection undiscovered until diligent- 
ly searched for. .^:^iks 

May I here interject an i>lHHsrvatlon 
upon the value and the limitations of 
physical examination. Tbat so many 
errors and omissions occur in physi- 
cal examination, is not such a strange 
thing as that so frequently anything 
whatever is revealed. When one con- 
siders how physical examinations 
consist of the use of the five senses, 
and the correlation of their findings 
with an acquired knowledge of mor- 
bid anatomy, and a more remote ac- 
quirement of physiology, we see how 
deep indeed is the well' at the bottom 
of which truth lies; and when, to 
the wide margin of error Incident to 
these facts, there U added the fur- 
ther error involved lii the use of in- 
strumental and chemical methods, it 
would seem to be a bold human be- 
ing-' who could say of a patient, "I 
have examined him and found no- 
thing, therefore there is nothing to be 
found ipso facto, he is a neurotic, 
since he says he has a pain which is 
not there. 

There 1» another name which is en- 
titled to a place in the Plagues' Gal- 
lery, and that is "Itun Down." You 
have heard it, and so have I — and used 
It. There Is nothing the matter with 
you, only, a little "Hun Down." 

Candidly, what would we think of 
the watchmaker who told us that 
about a dollar watch that wouldn't 
go, I leave it to you to supply tbe 
answer, 

But bow many incipient cases of 
tuberculosis have been pushed over 
the ledge of curability by that ad- 
vice which more honest and conscien- 
tious examination would have s»ved 
by early recognition? 

If your watch keeps poor time, or 
your motor car goes witl| Jumps, and 
kicks. It is not because It is "only run 
down," but bemuse there is some- 
thing local th9 matter which re- 
quires repair, and if your patient is 
"Run Down," it Is not only because 
he's run down, but because there is 
something the matter which it is 
ybur business to discover. 

Our friends, the specialists, in the 
restricted fields of the body, bave an 
irritating habit— possibly Justified — 
of sending back patients with the ad- 
vice^ "It's your general condition that 
is at fault; yet your doctor to give 
you a tonic." I always foel like say- 
ing under my breath, "Try again, gen- 
tlemen, take another look," for where 
the seat of man's general condition is 
located I have yet to discover. 

"Yes, your trouble Is indigestion," 
is another way the Plague may 
strike. It sounds Illuminating, but 
80 do the resonant periods of Mrs.

Last year's bumper wheat 
crop helped considerably to make up 
for the unrealized expectations of the 
wheal that was expected to come 
through the Dardanelles. And Can- 
ada Is willing and ready to do like- 
wise again should need arise. There 
was no murmuring when the crop 
was commandeered. Dy showing such 
an example of unselfishness and un 
Ity Canada is doing her share in the 
war, -^ii^- 
Thls country has made a splendid 
response to the various 'appeala that 
have been and are being made on 
behalf of the many patriotic funds. 
To teed tbe starving Belgians and to 
provide for the wives and children of 
soldiers is an obligation which is be- 
ing roost successfully fulfilled. The 
contributions made by the various 
Provinces such as oats, apples, etc., 
and the noble , work of the Red Cross 
Societies in knitting and sewing tor 
the boys at the front, are other ways 
of discharging the debts that lie upon 
the Canadian people. 

But the way In which Canada most 
effectively contributes to the suc- 
cess of her Allies is by supplying 
war munitions and men. The produc- 
tion of munitions has been so encour- 
aged and fostefed that; It; baa grown, 
from being something 'ttrsfiticaUy un. 
known, to be Stt indastnr turning out 
over n million shells per month. 
About three hundred thousand Cana- 
dians are bearing arras either In 
training or at the front. These men 
are of tbe highest worth and bravery. 
Very many of them have proved 
their valor on hard-fought fields, 
where all the diabolical devices of the 
Teutons were uuablç either to terri- 
fy or to conquer them. Canada's duty 
is to continue sending such soldiers 
until the. Entente Allies have de- 
stroyed the last vestige of the men 
and the doctrines that are respon- 
sible for the curse of German mili- 
tarism. 

villus It is that Canada Is fighting 
for high ^ Ideals of duty. She la In 
the conflict because the British Em- 
igre to vrillcta she ewes so much is 
encsged in a death straggle with tbe 
Oemnaa system of philosophy, which 
allows to tbe Superman tbe privi- 
lege of doing as he pleases.

EDUCATION IN GERMANY A MYTH. 

A great many people are never 
tired of insisting that education in 
Oermany Is the most scientific in the 
world. Unfortunately ISt>r their own 
argument they themselves are the 
very people who are more ili>rislvi of 
the Insistenie placed on classics In 
tlic great Knglisii I'nblic Schools 
The iinfortiinuteness comes In tin- 
fact that you eaniiui liave your cake 
and eat It. TUermany may or may not 
possess the most scientific sehonl 
ciirrlciiluiii. but it certainly does one 
of the most classical. Mr. R. W. 
LiviiigHtone, who is entitled to speak 
with authority on the subject, has 
just been pointing out that, as late as 
1911, out o^ 400,000 Imys receiving 
secondary education in (icrmany, 
240.000 were taught at schools where 
Latin was corapulsory, and 170,ono at 
those 111 which Latin and (îreek were 
compulsory. What percentage of 
boys In mIiooIs where cUasics were 
optional accepted them he does not 
say, liut lie add.^ thai in llm purely 
inod' rn schools only two hours out of 
twenty-five a week wore allotted, in 
ilu' lower foDus, to physical science, 
and in the higher forms only six out 
of thirty-one.
